More To Benefit 
By Social Security 


The sweeping new amendments 
to the Social Security Act, will 
affect virtually every family in 
this area, according to Miss Vose, 
district manager of the Social Se- 
curity administration. 

“The protection of old-age and 
Survivors insurance is now 
tended to 9 out of 10 families 
the community,’’ she said, ‘‘and 
the benefit payments, not only 
to future beneficiaries but also to 
those now on the rolls, have been 
substantially increased.’’ 

The following are the ma jor 
changes made by the amendments 
in the old-age and survivars in- 
surance program:

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Lessons In Survival 

While Andover nursed the wounds 
canes Carol and Edna, residents found time to look back 
over the two week period and compare notes on their ex- 
periences. 

It may be that the two devastating storms were bless- 
ings in disguise. The unexpected havoc found that few 
were prepared for such a widespread disruption of the nor- 
mal way of life. 

While no panic ensued, the havoc of the hurricanes and 
torrential rains brought a good deal of concern to all. For 
a long time now, Civil Defense authorities have been 
attempting to break down the general complacency of the 
public toward the threat of possible danger in this period 
of Cold War. For the most part, however, all these warn- 
ings have been taken with the proverbial grain of salt and 
life has followed its accustomed pattern. 

The flood of telephone calls to newspapers and police 
and fire departments before, during and after the two 
storms showed that few knew just what they should do 
under the circumstances. The break down of electrical 
power silenced radios and television sets and shut most 
families off from the rest of the world. Refrigerators began 
to drip and electric stoves were cold. 
hold was knocked out.

For a long time CD officials have been urging that fam- 
ilies prepare for just such an eventuality. It was sug- 
gested that every home have a battery operated radio 
which would serve to keep families abreast of the an- 
nouncements being made by public safety officials; that 
emergency cooking facilities be stored in readiness and 
that a supply of foods not needing refrigeration be kept 
on hand. The rush for such equipment in the wake of both 
storms showed that few had heeded the pleadings of the 
government agencies. 

Although some criticized the lack of warning before 
hurricane Carol struck, none could find fault with the ex- 
cellent hour by hour reports on the progress of hurricane 
Edna as it moved up the Atlantic seaboard. And yet many 
were found unprepared.

Complications 
were also reduced and 73 per cent 
of 85 whooping cough patients re- 
ceiving the drug were “favorably 
influenced.” 

The best protection against 
Whooping cough, according to most 
medical authorities, is obtained by 
vaccinating children when they are 
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ubout six months old. A series of

HURRICANE EDNA ADDS 

TO PREVIOUS DAMAGE 
(Continued from Page One) 


000 to repair the damage occa- 
sioned by Carol amd Edna and 
pressed at once for a share in the 
$12,000,000 state hurricane relief 
fund voted by the legislature only 
days before. 

Washouts tore streets, retaining 
walls, home and garage foundations 
away, halted traffic, and darkened 
widespread areas. Hundreds of 
cellars were flooded, heating 
plants stalled, and basement stocks 
were ruined. 

Temporary ponds were created 
in the Park, Shawsheen square, and 
in other residential areas by over- 
flows brought on by the driving 
rain which poured from the heavens 
for hours. 

Although the second worst hurri- 
cane of the season skirted the re- 
gion in its northeast passage, a 
backlash occured in late afternoon. 
The high winds inflicted severe 
damage on the already hard hit 
community, attempting for ten days 
to recover from the anger of the 
year’s first’tropical storm on Aug. 
31. 

Flooding of Rogers brook caused 
one of the most serious situations 
in the vicinity of the Park. Water 
surrounded homes before occupants 
realized they were isolated. 

The police boat, manned by Dep- 


uty Fire Chief Albert Cole, Jr., 


Arthur Ness and Philip Noonan, 
was put into action to evacuate 
families on streets which were 


flooded. Among those removed to 
the homes of friends were Mr. and 
Mrs. James Waldie and family, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis X. Beirne of 
Bartlet street, and Mr. and Mrs. 
John C. Gaudet and family of Park 
st. 

A washout of serious proportions 
occured at the end of George st. in 
the Shawsheen Heights section 
when tons of earth crumbled and 
spread out over Williams st. below. 
Under normal conditions, rainwater 
flows down George st. toward its 
dead end. The downpour of Satur- 
day was of such a degree that the 
tons of water loosened the earth 
and washed away a large section of 
George st. 

Traffic on North Main st. had to 


be diverted for a time during the | 


emergency because of the height of 
the Shawsheen river which over- 
flowed its banks. Motorists were 
directed over High st. 

Hundreds of reports of individual 
damage to property were received 
by officials as a result of the 
storm. 

The Red Cross canteen was put 
into operation during the emergency 
Saturday and continued during the 
night. The agency also offered its 
services to those whose homes 
were flooded, and during the height 
of the storm provided two pints of 
rare blood to a Lawrence hospital. 

Weary utility crews were plagued 
by destruction of much of the re- 
pair work done during the previous 


11 days and again homes were 
plunged into darkness and tele- 
phone lines went dead. It was a 


repeat of the inconvenience of the 


period following hurricane Carol, 
but the public in general took it 


with stout hearts. Crews of utility 
workers from out of state were 
rushed here to augment the already 
large force and the work of restora- | 
tion continued. Rains coming on | 
days following hurricane Edna fur- | 
ther hampered this work and some 
sections to which power and tel-
